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The  area  of  Glendale  is  147,695  acres.  The  resident  population 
according  to  the  Registrar-General’s  estimate  was  7,833,  a decrease  of 
23  on  1942. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  was  2,362. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  district  in  1943  was  £28,775,  and  a Id 
rate  in  the  £1  was  £134  10s  9d. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  chief  industry  in  the  area  is  agriculture  and  also  quarrying 
for  gravel.  There  is  practically  no  unemployment  at  the  present  time 
due  to  the  increased  demand  for  workers  on  the  land  and  to  more 
work  being  obtainable  in  various  Government  contracts  in  the  area. 


There  were  no  new  houses  built  in  Glendale  during  the  year.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  FOR  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA 

There  is  one  part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  District, 
and  five  District  Medical  Officers  under  the  Public  Assistance  Com- 
mittee, who  are  also  Public  Vaccinators  in  their  respective  Districts. 

There  is  one  whole-time  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  is  also  Inspector 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  and  under  the  Housing  and  Petroleum 
Acts.  He  holds  the  Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute.  An 
additional  Sanitary  Inspector  was  appointed  in  September,  1943,  in 
relation  to  meat  inspection  only.  • . 

Laboratory  Facilities 

Specimens  for  bacteriological  analysis  are  sent  to  the  County 
Bacteriological  Laboratory  under  the  County  Medical  Officer  and 
specimens  for  chemical  analysis  to  the  County  Analvst. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

An  arrangement  exists  between  the  Local  Authority  and  Berwick 
Authority  whereby  ambulance  facilities  may  be  supplied  when  neces- 
sary. Berwick  is  15  miles  distant.  Ambulance  facilities  are  also 
available  at  Alnwick,  17  miles  distant,  and  Kelso,  20  miles  distant, 
at  short  notice. 

There  is  also  a convertible  ambulance  situated  at  a local  garage, 
which  has  proved  very  useful  in  an  emergency. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

There  are  no  practising  Registered  Midwives  in  the  District. 
Several  district  nurses,  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Nursing 
Association,  attend  to  the  needs  of  the  population  in  their  homes. 
There  is  one  Health  Visitor  for  the  area. 

Treatment  Centre  and  Clinics 

There  is  one  Child  Welfare  Clinic  in  Wooler,  which  is  held  once 
a week  under  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Health  Visitor. 

Hospitals  : Public  and  Voluntary 

There  is  no  Public  or  Voluntary  Hospital  in  the  District,  arrange- 
ments having  been  made  for  the  admission  of  patients  to  either  Ber- 
wick or  Alnwick  Infirmaries. 

There  is  an  Isolation  Hospital  in  Glendale  belonging  to  the  Local 
Authority  containing  2 wards  capable  of  accommodating  10  patients 
with  separate  accommodation  for  nurses,  etc. 

The  Hospital  was  opened  in  January  and  February  for  4 cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  and  for  5 weeks  in  October  and  November  for  1 case  of 
Scarlet  Fever. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  FOR  THE  AREA 

Water  supplies  ill  the  District  in  spite  of  the  dry  year  proved  satis- 
facotry.  During  the  year  a Chlorinating  Plant  was  installed  for  the 
main  Wooler  water  supply. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

No  trouble  was  experienced  in  the  District  under  these  headings. 
Rivers  and  Streams 

There  is  no  pollution  of  any  of  the  rivers  or  streams  in  Glendale. 
Public  Cleansing 

Scavenging  and  Public  Cleansing  were  carried  out  satisfactorily 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  Chickenpox  during  the  year  and  more 
cases  of  measles  were  notified  than  in  the  previous  year,  but  there 
were  few  complications  and  no  fatalaties 

Diphtheria  immunisation  was  carried  on  during  the  year,  9b 
children  under  5 and  22  between  the  ages  of  5 and  15  being  immunised 
under  the  scheme.  At  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  estimated  that  74.1 
per  cent,  of  children  under  5 in  the  area  were  immunised  and  87.3  pet 
cent,  of  children  between  5-15.

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  report  for  the  year  ending  31st  Decem- 
ber, 1943. 


SCAVENGING 

The  scavenging  of  the  District  has  been  carried  out  during  the 
year  at  Wooler,  Lowick,  Chatton  and  Wark  by  Contractors,  and  the 
other  parts  of  the  District  by  the  Farmers  and  Estate  Owners. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSE  AND  FOOD  INSPECTIONS 

The  Slaughterhouse  was  worked  up  to  capacity  during  the  year  and 
Mr  Hugh  Bain,  M.R.C.V.S..  a qualified  meat  inspector,  was  appointed 
to  look  after  the  meat  slaughtered  there.  During  the  year  the  follow- 
ing Meat  and  other  foods  were  surrendered  as  unfit  for  human  food  : 
819  Stones  of  Beef,  345  Stones  of  Mutton,  and  11  Stones  of  Pork ; 
42  lbs.  Fish,  33  lbs.  Fruit,  1,489  tins  of  Milk  and  other  foods,  139  lbs. 
Bacon,  91  lbs.  Cheese,  53  lbs.  Butter,  371  lbs.  of  Flour  and  Slab  Cake. 


ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  AND  DISINFECTION 

Our  Hospital  was  opened  twice  during  the  year.  For  seven  weeks 
in  January  and  February  for  four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  for  five 
weeks  in  October  and  November  for  one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever.  Forty- 
six  rooms  were  disinfected  with  Formalin  vapour,  and  twenty-seven 
sets  of  bedding,  etc.,  were  disinfected  at  the  Steam  Disinfector  in 
Wooler. 


BAKEHOUSES 

We  have  five  bakehouses  in  the  District.  All  have  been  carried 
on  satisfactorily. 


DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS 

We  have  27  Cowkeepers  and  191  Cows  on  our  Register  and  all 
are  well  attended  to  and  kept  clean. 

WATER  SUPPLIES  AND  DRAINAGE 

We  have  had  a similar  dry  year  to  1942  and  in  some  cases  water 
was  getting  rather  scarce  but  we  were  able  to  manage  with  very  little 
inconvenience.  Improvements  were  carried  out  to  the  Wooler  Water 
Supply  and  a Chlorinating  Plant  installed,  and  although  the  demand 
has  been  more  than  twice  that  of  a normal  year  owing  to  Military, 
P.O.W.  Camp,  and  Land  Army  Hostel,  we  had  no  inconvenience.5 
Our  Wooler  Sewage  Disposal  is  also  working  to  full  capacity,  but  an 
extra  acre  of  land  which  was  requisitioned  is  proving  useful.  Steps 
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are  being  taken  to  improve  the  water  supplies  at  Wark  and  Branxton 
villages.  The  windmill  for  the  water  pump  at  Branxton  was  repaired 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year.  Samples  of  water  foi  Bactenological 
Report  were  taken  at  Wark  and  Bowsden  Woodend. 


HOUSING 

No  new  houses  were  built  in  Glendale  during  the  year.  Improve- 
ments under  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Acts  were  carried  out  at 
Yeavering  Farm  Cottages  and  other  improvements  were  done  at 
Westnewton,  Bowsden,  Fenton  Hill  and  St.  Ninian  s,  kV  ooler.  A 
mortuary  was  provided  in  Wooler  during  the  year.
